more than 90°F.

allowed to 'soak in suds, but. must be 


{washed quickly. Frigtion, should .be 
avoided~by—squeezing. the suds’ re-.. 


peatedly through the soiled garments.

ted or pulled out of shape, The second 
suds may be use for, fabrics shedding . 
dye or for. quite soiled garments. 

After washing:.in the suds, rinse 
the articles throughly in three or 
more cool rinses. Bluing may be ‘used 
for white fabrics. Quick drying is an 
important step sand this may be done 
by Yoliing..with towels -between all 
folds and removing’ immediately. after 
‘the first water is absorbed. Doubtful + 
colors should ‘be’ shaken until almost 
‘dry; even fast colors and white should 
be hung away. from the sun or heat. 

When almost dry, shape and press © 
the: garments. on. the wrong side with 
& moderate iron, Never sprinkle silk 
and never.use a hot iron.

See" WIS year Young America has a real 
problem .on its hands, For Easter 
eames on April lo and, as everybody 
knows, April 1 Is April Fools’ day, 
So. what to do, what. te. da! 

Shall the solemn significance of 
Easter, Sunday as a religious festival 
prevail during the day, the beauty 
of ‘its symbolism’ unmarred by way 
. Skerilegious shouts of “April foot? 
Or shall the youngsters exercise their right to 
“spool eachother and their elders on this day 
which, by tradition and by custom, Is dedieated 
to the practical joker? Truly, it is a “perplexing 
problem of conduct” and one wonders how they 
will solve ft to the satisfaction of both them- 
selves and their elders, 

Fortunately, perhaps, such a situation doesn't 
arisé very often: ‘The rites by whieh the date 
of Easter Sunday is fixed allow this to bappen 
only about every 11 years. Within the. memory 
of most’ people now Hving jt has happened 
only four”times. In 1866 Easter Sunday came 
on April 1, again in ISv7 and again tn 188s, 
Logically it would seem that the nest time would 
be in I890-but, due to the vagaries of our cal- 
endar, the eleven-year-old rule didn’t work, For 
in 1809 it was one’ day off that schedule and 
Easter Sunday in that year came on April 2. It 
didn't get back on the eleven-yeur rotation until 
19283 when Easter Sunday and April Fools day 
coincided. That happens again this year and 
Will happen again 11 years from now in 1945, 

Although Eqster Sunday ahd April Fools’ day 
seem utterly Meonsistent, so far as the essential 
spirit of each is concerned, it, is interesting to 
note that, historically, they trace back to simi- 
lar origins~religious festivals among the/an- 
cients celebfating the coming of spring. Although 


meaning of these festivals, we have retained some 
of -the-very same symbols whieh: those ‘ancients 
used. : : 

The celebration of April Fools’ day fs usnally 
traced back to the festal rites of. the period of 
the vernal equinox. in Persia, It was the ‘day 
when the Persian New Year began and was very 
close to the old English New Year’s day of 
March 25.
